Large supplies of blankets, tentangs 


*nd other material, to provide cover- 
ings for those who have been scantily 
supplied, are reaching the supply sta- 
tions rapidly.

these many people have found com- 
fort and shelter against the inclemen- 
cies of the weather. The situation in 
the congested camps, such as Golden 
Gate Park and the various public 
-squares throughout the city has been 
considerably relieved by the departure 
of many people for points on the 
-other side of the bay. 
General health conditions are satis- j 


factory.

•at the various hopitals have increased 
<»ch day, sickness is mostly due to 
exposure and worry. The most en- 
couraging feature is the absence of 
Anything like contgaion or an epe- 
demie of disease of any nature what- 
erer.

Five .Hundred Bodies Buried. 


The total number of bodies recov- 


ered and buried up to Sanday night is 
£00. No complete record can be had at 
this time, as many bodies have been 
buried without permits from the coro- 
ner and the board of health. The 
searchers of the coroner's and the 
board of health departments found not 
nsore than 20 bodies Sunday. They 
were buried immediately. It is impos- 
sible at the present time to obtain any 
sort of death list, or even to nake an 
estimate of the number of casualties.

San Franrisco, April 2-1.—The n o ^ 
^ a n Francisco that will rise from th6 
ashes of the old is in its first stages 
of rebuilding. 
After five days of con- 
tusion and almost superhuman effort 
xtn the part of citisens of California*-« 
roetropolis, the great task of shelt<^t^ 
Ing, feeding and otherwise caring for 
the homeless thousands, complete or- 
der has been established and atteiL- 
tlon turned to the future. 


Throughout the great business quar- 
ter, where the 
devastation 
by flr® 
was the most 
complete, 
dangerous 
avails were razed, buildings that had 
walls were xaczd, buildings that had- 
not 
been disintegrated by 
fire 
were 
Inspected with a view of re-occupancy» 
»nd ground was cleared for the Im- 
mediate construction of buildings In 
which to resume business at the earl- 
iest possible time. 


Confidence has been restored. 
The 
-.assurance of insurance companies, the 
measures taken by the 
financial 
insti- 
tutions. the prompt 
iind 
reassuring 
words that have rearihed the business 
men of San FranclscC) from eastern 
financial 
centres, all these things have 
dispelled the feeling of 
uncertainty. 


The generally encouraging situation 
temporarily suffered 
a 
setback be- 
x:au8e of a chilling rain which fell on 
the thousands protected only by can- 
vas coverings and even less imperv- 
ious shelterings. 
"While the rain caus- 
ed coasiderRble suffering for the time 
being, conditions were quickly ameli- 
orated by the prompt action of every 
relief committee, as well as by the 
Toluntary acts of householders. 


Homelesa people are fed in a sys- 
tematic raanner. From the water front, 
where 'the 
boatloads 
of 
provisions 
docked, thei-e was an endless proces- 
sion of carts and drays -carrying food 
-to tho scores of sub-stations establish-: 
•ed throughout the city and the parks. 
At these stations food and drink, com- 
•prlslng bread, 
prepared 
meats 
and 
canned goods, 
milk 
and a 
limited 
•amount of hot coffee and even fruit 
were served to all those who applied. 
About 1500 tons 
of 
provisions are 
.moved dally from the water front. 


Large supplies of blankets, tentings 
-and other material, to provide cover- 
ings for those who have been scantily 
supplied, are reaching the supply sU- 
tlons rapidly. 
Barracks 
have 
been 
completed at several points, and 
in 
these many people have found com- 
fort and shelter against the Inclemen- 
cies of the weather. 
The situation in 
the congested camps, such as Golden 
Oate Park and 
the 
various 
public 
•squares throughout the city has been 
considerably relieved by the departure 
of many people for points on 
the 


other Bide of the bay. 


General health conditions are satis- 
factory. 
While the number of cases 
:at the various hopltals have increased 
each day, sickness is mostly due to 
exposure and worry. The 
most 
en- 
couraging feature Is the absence of 
anything like contgaion or an 
epe- 
demic of disease of any nature what- 
ever. 


General A. W. Greely took command 
' Df the federal troops at his post, su- 
ppersedlng

Bton, who will act under Greely's or- 
ders. 


The condition of the 5000 persons 
camped In Jefferson Square is terrible. 
Not more than 5 per cent, have even 
a n army tent, and makeshlfs are con-

of carpets, 
bed sheets and 
«very imaginable substance. They were 
Inadequate to keep out the heavy rain 
that fell. Houses are requisitioned for 
these people as fast as possible. 


S a n l u r y worlc Is going forward aa 
xapldly as possible» 
Many 
cesspools 
have been dug, and all refuse Is hauled 
away and burned promptly. There is 
so far little sickness in camp. No con- 
tagious disease has appeared. 


Five Hundred Bodies Burled. 


The total number of bodies recov- 
ered and burled up to Sunday night is 
600. No complete record can be had at 
this time, as many bodies have been 
buried without permits from the coro- 
ner and the 
board of heaJth. 
The 
searchers of the 
coroner's and 
the 
board of health departments found not 
more than 
20 bodies Sunday. 
They 
wo;-e buried immediately. It is impos- 
tiWe at the present time to obtain any 
tort of death list, or even to make an 
estimate of the number of casualties. 
Whenever a body is found it is burled 
Immediately 
without 
any 
formality 
whatever, and these burials have been 
ma.de at widely separated points.

Vigorous measures arc being taken 
l>y the board of health and the board 
If public works to improve the sani- 
tary conditions 
throughout the city. 


Eight temporary structures 150 feet in 
length by 2S feet in width and 13 feet 
high, have been erected £it Golden Gate 
Park, and in these sheds 
thousands 
found 
reasonably comfortable 
quar- 
ters. 
The buildings have been divided 
into compartments 
large enough to 
house a family. Those without 
tent 
shelter received first consideration in 
the selection of occupants for these 
temporary buildin5;s. 


The Associated Press representatives 
covered the entire area of the burned 
section. The circumference of the area 
of the great conilaiîratiori, ôs near as 
could be ascertained by the marking of 
a cyclometer, is 26 miles, and Comprises 
the entire business district and a large 
section of the residence district, all of 
which was densely populated. 


Property Loss $300,000,000. 


It was estimated by competent au- 
thorities that the loss will aggregate 
f300,000,000, and on this vast amount 
Df property the insurance companies 
carried approximately $175,000,000 In- 
surnace.

200 Bodies Rcduced to Ashes By Ords»^

Srn Francisco, April 23.—Two hun- 
dred bodies found in the Protero dis- 
tricts, south of Shannon street, in thq 
vicinity of the Union Iron Works, were 
cremated by order of Coroner Walsh.

S?n Francisco, April 23.—Two hun­ 
dred bodies found in the Protero dis­ 
tricts, south of Shannon street, in thq 
vicinity of the Union Iron Works, were 
cremated by order of Coroner Walsh. 
This information was obtained at tho 
board of health headquarters. So many 
dead were found in this limited area 
that cremation was deemed absolutely 
accessary to prevent disease. 
Tho 
nam^s of some of the dead were learn- 
rd, but in the majority of cases identi­ 
fication was impossible, owing to the 
mutilation of the features. A syste­ 
matic search for bodies of the victims 
of th<i, earthquake and fire is being 
made by the coroner and the stato 
board of health inspectors. The ruins 
of the burned buildings in the business 
and the old resident section have suffi­ 
ciently cooled to make the search pos­ 
sible. 


Reports have been made by depu­ 
ties sent out by the board of health of 
the finding of 23 bodies in various sec­ 
tions of the city. Few of them could be 
identified. The bodies v/ere buried in 
various places and the graves num­ 
bered. 


The United States Mint, which con­ 
tained 5390,000,000 of coin and bullion» 
escaped 
destruction, 
although 
all 
around it buildings were burned to the 
groun.d. The employes of the Mint bat-: 
tied with the encroaching- flames for 
hours, often at the risk of their lives. 


Eleven Postal Clerks Saved. 
Eleven postal clerks, all alive, were 
taken from the debris of the postoifice 
Friday. 
All at first were thought to 
be dead, but. it was fOui>d that al­ 
though they v/ere buried in the stone, 
every one was alive. 
They had been 
for three days without food or water. 
All the mail in the postoifice was 
saved. 


The spread of the flames toward the 
western addition, the best part of tho 
city remaining, has been stayed, and 
the only portions of the conflagration 
that demands the attention of the fire­ 
men is that extending from the Nob 
Hill section down to the northwestern 
part Of tho water front. 
The western 
addition danger was averted by the 
use of gun-cotton, dynamite and two 
streams of water. 


Two men were shot and killed Frl 
day morning. Policeman Flood on re­ 
turning to his homo encountered a 
stranger, who attacked him. 
Flood 
shot him dead. 


Special Policeman Snyder killed a 
man, but the details are not known. 


The only bank in the huge ruined 
district that escaped destruction was 
the Market Street Bank, at the corner 
of Seventh and Market streets. It is 
in the gutted Grand building, but the 
firemen saved the ground floor. It will 
pay out money just as soon as it 
hears from the clearing house offi­ 
cials. 


Palatial Homes Burned. 


The district on California street from 
Powell to Jones street, known as Nob 
Hill, which was swept by fire, con­ 
tained the most palatial homes of San 
Francisco. 
The summit of the hill is 
about 500 feet above the sea level, and 
gives a magnificent view of San Fran­ 
cisco bay and the country for many 
miles around. At the southwest corner 
of California and Powell streets, just 
on the brink of the bill, was the Stan­ 
ford residence, *^t the death of Mrs. 
Stanford about a year ago in Honolulu 
the mansion became the property of 
Leland Stanford, Jr., University. 
It 
contained many art treasures of great 
value. On the southeast corner of tho 
came block stood the home of the late 
Mark Hopkins, who amassed many 
million» with Stanford, C. P. Hunting­ 
ton and Charles Crocker in the con­ 
struction of the Central Pacific railway. 
The Hopkins home was presented to 
the University of California by his 
heirs, and it was known as the Hop­ 
kins Art Institute. 


Ail Old Landmarks Gone; 


Old landmarks, made famous from 
association with the early history of 
California, as well as the new monu­ 
ments to the commercial prosperity of 
California's 
metropolis, 
have 
been 
wiped or of existence by fire. One of 
the first Utfidmarks t6 fall a prey to 
the flames was-the Palace Hotel, known 
tTie world a/er to uafelers.

the new Shreve building, 
cost $2,000,000 and occupied on April 1 
by the largest jewelry store on the 
coast, are some of the new structures 
destroyed by the flames. 


, Municipal Buildings Destroyed. 
The great group of municipal build­ 
ings, standing on a piece of ground 
bounded by Larkin, McAllister and 
Grove streets, erected by the city of 
San Francisco at a cost of $7,000,000, 
and known as the city and county 
buildings, tfre now a mass of smoulder­ 
ing ruins. 
W ith the buildings wer< 


probably dentvoyfed the city and county 
records. 


The California hotel and theatre, on 
Bush street near Montgomery; 
the 
Grand Opera house, on Mission street, 
where the Conreid Grand Op#ra com­ 
pany had just opened for a series of 
two-weeks1 opera; the Orpheum, the 
Columbia, the Alcazar, the Magis, the 
Central and Fisher's wore some of tho 
playhouses destroyed. 


At the junction of Kfearny, Market 
and Geary streets 
stood the three 
great 
newspaper

Pgrty of Philadelphians Passed Hor­ 
rors of Earthquake and Fire. 


Colorado Springs, Col., April 23.—* 
J, C. Gill, a retired member of the firnl 
of King, Hillman & Gill, of Philadel­ 
phia, arrived in this city from San 
Francisco, where with his party he 
passed through the horrors of the 
earthquake and subsequent fire. 


Mr. Gill and his wife and several 
prominent Philadelphians spent tho 
winter in Honolulu and on the coast. 
The party were guests at the St. Fran­ 
cis Hotel Wednesday morning. 
Be­ 
sides Mr. Gill, there were in the party 
Mr. E. W. Aumont, a retired officer of 
the Girard Trust company, of Philadel­ 
phia; 
Mrs. Aumont, Miss Florence 
Aumont, Miss A. M. Haehnlen and J. 
Millard Kessler. 


"Mrs. Gill and myself v/ere in a 
room on the third floor of the hotel/' 
said Mr, Gill. “We wore awakened by 
the rocking of our beds. 
Then they 
seemed to be lifted from their legs, 
suspended In the air and as suddenly 
dropped, vfbilo the plaster began crack 
ling and Jailing. 
We arose and left 
our room after putting on a few 
clothes. 
We felt that with every step 
we were treading on glass and that the 
10 stories above us would fall, not al* 
lowing us to escape aliye. 
But once 
outside the building and with our 
friends, I began to realize what had 
hapened. 


"With hundreds of others we roamed 
in the park in front of the hotel sev* 
eral hours. 
When we saw the fire 
hemming in the lower part of the city 
we walked toward the outskirts and 
were sheltered for a time at 1317 Jones 
street bv Miss McEwen. 
Early next 
morning we decided to leave the city 
and started for the ferry. 
Policemen 
would stop us, and it was with diffi­ 
culty and much trepidation that we 
walked through the burned district 
and arrived 15 minutes before the boat 
left. 


"The scenes we passed through were 
sickening and indescribable. 
I fancy 
that scored of men, wharf rats, who 
had looted wholesale liquor houses and* 
were maudlin drunk, were burned to 
death w::iie\it being t{ie Wlssr of Uu-U j 


condition. 


"The air was filled with tho roar of 
explosions. Firemen, soldiors and cit' 
zens were dynamiting great blocks 
Sailors were training guns to rak 
rows of residences. 


"All tho while wo were moving on 
ward with the crowd. 
Cinders wero 
falling about us. 
At times our cloth 
ing caught lire—just little embers that 
smoked once and went out. The stln*; 
ing cinders burned our faces and w* 
used our handkerchiefs for veils." 


Mr. and Mrs. C. F. Williams, of Nor 
ristown, Pa., also survivors of the dN 
aster at* San Francisco, are at th* 
Antlers Hotel here. Their experience 
were similar to those of tho other sur 
vivors.

fund 
amounts to approximately $3,000,0oo 
with contributions coming in fast. 


The state of Massachusetts has un 
dertaken to raise $3,000,000, and with 
Boston's generous help is well on the- 
way to the goal. Chicago's fund, spon 
taneously subscribed, is approaching 
$1,000,000, and promises to go beyomi 
that sum. Philadelphia will send $50o. 
000. These are but a few of tho larg* 1 
sums. 
A score or more of cities arc 
contributing $100,000 and more, whiu 
hundreds of municipalities are Bonding 
all their means will allow. From Lon 
don, Paris, Berlin and wherever Arm r- 
icans are congregated, a generous in­ 
flow of gold is reported.

GETTING RID OP MOTHS. 


Upholstered furniture can be kept 


free of moths by taking the furniture 
out doors once a month and heating 
it thoroughly with strips of ticking 
about an inch wide attached to a 
piece of broom handle. Should one 
hit the hard wood with this it will 
not mar it-, while the regular rattaa. 
and wire beaters mar more furnitue 
frames, ruin more covers and break 
up more inside fillings than a dozen 
childea could do. The main reason 
we have moths is we are always go- 
ing to beat out our upholstery furni- 
ture, but rarely get around to it. 
Clothing-, including furs, to be stored 
ic the wardrobe during summer, can 
be kept entirely exempt from attack 
if put into new flour sacks, linen 
sacks or anything of that nature and 
tightly tied so that a moth can not 
enter at the mouth. Chests serve 
the same purpose when tight enough 
to prevent moths from entering.

Tho French 
scientific ixipfors glT® 
thrso directions for a blue 
Ink 
that 
will resist not only water and oil, but 
alcohol, oxalic 
aeid» 
alkalies» 
and 
ehloridrs. 
It is pivpared by means of 
four parts of shellac, two parts of 
borax, two jinrts gum arnbie, and stif- 
ficient indigo lo give Ine desired color. 
The Avhole is dissolved hi 40 parts of 
pure water. 
Cammence by putting the 
shellac and the borax in 3G parts only 
of the waler in a closed receptable and 
boiling until cottipletely dissolved. Fil- 
ter. and then dissolve the gtim arable 
in the remainder of tho waler. 
Mix 
the two solutions and heat for five 
minutes, stirring from time to time. 
Add the indigo after the liquid is cool. 
When the preparation has settled for 
a few hours, drcant in order to sep- 
ar.tte tho ink from tire sediment.

T H E WOMAN'S CLUB. 


The wom an’s club for a long time 
p a st has been a settled institution and 
the jests which used to be made about 
such places fifteen or twenty years ago 
seem almost antediluvian when re­ 
called. 
Now that the Bishop of Lou­ 
don has made a speech in their favor 
a t a luncheon given to him by one of 
the newest and most popular of the 
•women’s clubs, we may take them as a 
settled part of the constitution. 


Nor could it very well be otherwise; 
so many London women are engaged 
in the same work as men, in medicine, 
art, literature and business, th a t they 
require much the same kind of con­ 
veniences that men do. 
If they had 
do clubs they would be obliged to take 
their food and spend much of their 
time in restaurants and other places 
of a similar nature. 


During the years in which they have 
been in existence these clubs Lave 
vastly improved. 
Now there is little 
to distinguish them from similar re­ 
sorts of men. 
They have their public 
and private rooms, reading and even 
smoking rooms. 
Their cookery is at 
least adequate, and a male visitor 
ieels ju st as much a t home within 
their walls as lie would do in his own 
club. 
Ingram is quite right to recog­ 
nize facts as they are, and to acknowl­ 
edge that the woman’s club has an 
im portant part to play in the social 
life of the p re se n t—Country Life. 


REAL AMERICAN WOMAN. 


She lives in the small town of the 
Middle West. Strange to say, the high­ 
est praise that I ever heard bestowed 
on Bird Centre came from aforeigner, a 
celebrated German architect, Mrho had 
designed a soldiers’ monument for one 
of our W estern capitals, and expressed 
our patriotic ideals for us in public 
works in several cities. 
“ When I first 
w ent to your country,” he said. “I vis­ 
ited only the cities, and there I looked 
in vain for anything peculiarly Ameri­ 
can, distinctly democratic, in your so­ 
cial life. 
I saw only a new version of 
London* P aris or Berlin, a raw repro­ 
duction of the social order of the old 
world. 
But when I became acquainted 
with some of your little towns there I 
found a phrase of fife quite unlike any­ 
thing we know of in Europe, quite au- 
perior to any social organism we have 
yet developed. There your people seem 
to believe that men are created free 
and equal. The same privileges and op­ 
portunities were enjoyed by all. 
Men 
of all occupations and professions met 
on the same social footing. 
I have 
seen one of your Senators walking 
along the street in friendly conversa­ 
tion with the 
man 
who made his 
clothes (the architect had 110 nose for 
political mice). 
I have been enter­ 
tained by ladies who did their own 
work w ithout 
suggesting 
the blue 
stocking or the new woman. 
These 
communities were often centres of cul­ 
ture and education; each shared bis 
best with his fellows; and all seemed 
united in the bond of m utual'im prove­ 
ment. 


“ An Englishman once gave me his 
opinion th at town life was the most 
satisfactory mode of living in America. 
‘There is too much hurry and worry in 
your cities,’ he said, ‘too much hard 
work and too great isolation on your 
farms. 
Only the very rich among you 
can really enjoy either city life 01* coun­ 
try life. 
For the man of moderate 
means the small town offers the great­ 
est 
advantages.’ 
A 
distinguished 
French woman who had been the guest 
of one of the professors of an Illinois 
college, wrote in her published ex­ 
pression of America: 
*1 found a real 
Utopia, a woman’s paradise, a place 
where living was simple and natural, 
where 110 artificial barriers had been 
erected, where housekeeping w as re­ 
duced to its simplest terms.

Indelible Blue Ink. 


Tho French scientific papers glre 
these directions for a bluo 
ink 
that 
will resist not only water and oil, but 
alrohol, oxalic 
acid, 
alkalies, 
and 
chlorides. 
It is prepared by means of 
four parts of shellac, two parts of 
borax, two parts gum arable, and suf­ 
ficient indigo to give tne desired color. 
The whole is dissolved in 40 parts of 
pure water. 
Commence by putting the 
shellac and the borax in 3G parts only 
of the water in a closed receptable and 
boiling until completely dissolved. Fil­ 
ter, and then dissolve the gum arable 
in the remainder of the water. 
Mix 
the two solutions and heat for five 
minutes, stirring from time to time. 
Add the indigo after the liquid is cool. 
W hen the preparation has settled for 
a few hours, decant in order to sep­ 
arate the ink from the sediment.
